this  session  thus  permitting  the  project  to  go  before  a referendum  of 
the  people  of  the-  State  at  the  fall  election.

Mr.  Eipper  has  been  identified  with  the  state  Department  of  Labor  for 
a number  of  years  and  is  familiar  "ith  the  proposed  new  rulings  which 
possibly  affect  the  various  industrial  buildings  in  Auburn. 

Under  the  present  ruling's  one  exit  is  sufficient  in  the  case  of  two 
story  buildings;  unuer  the  new  rulings,  two  exits  will  be  required  in 
such  a building. 

Under  Rule  1312  which  applies  particularly  to  mercantile  establish- 
ments, which  means  ordinary  store  buildings,  would  prevent  any  owner 
from  occupying  additional  space  to  that  which  he  now  has  unless  the  en- 
tire building  was  made  to  conform  to  all  the  new  rulings.  The  new  rul- 
ings affect  the  lighting  arrangements,  elevators,  etc.  Every  proprietor 
of  a store  in  Auburn  should  be  present  at  the  meeting  Friday  and  learn 
the  reasons  for  changes  with  a view,  possibly  of  registering  a protest, 
should  it  be  necessary  to  submit  briefs  before  the  Commission.

BUSINESS  CONDITIONS:  According  to  the  monthly  review  of  business 

conditions  as  contained  in  a statement  from  the  Federal  Reserve  Board, 


the  net  outcome  of  changes  occurring  during  the  month  has  been  to  di- 
minish  the  irregularity  and  unevenness  noted  in  the  movement  of  indust-: 
during  1921.  Textiles  ana  allied  lines  which  have  been  far  in  advance 
of  others  are  losing  their  relative  momentum.  The  evening  tendency  th.; 
evidenced  by  current  readjustments  is  reflected  in  the  fact  that  the 
Board's  price  index  remains  unchanged  at  138.  The  significance  of  this 
apparent  stability  of  the  price  situation  is  not  disclosed  until  acccv  ... 
is  taken  of  the  f ac " that  there  have  been  noteworthy  advances  in  prices 
of  many  agricultural  products  curing  the  month.  The  effect  of  these 
a dvances  would  have  been  to  raise  the  general  price  index  had  they  net- 
been  offset  by  corresponding  declines  in  other  lines  of  industry,  the  - 
Board  says.  The  readjustment  process,  it  would  appear  to  the  Board, 
has  now  definitely  reached  the  stags  of  inter- industrial  price  revision 
The  volume  of  employment  shows  but  little  modification,  according  to 
the  report.  Financially  the  Board  finds  the  month  has  shown  continued 
reductions  in  the  volume  of  credit  required  by  the  community.  Foreign 
exchange  has  shown  a decidedly  stronger  tendency,  the  highest  levels 
for  a long  time  past  having  been  reached  in  sterling,  francs,  and  some 
other  European  currencies.  Business  failures  are  on  a materially  high- 
er level  than  in  1931.

THE  QUESTION  OF  THE  FUTURE  OF  BUSINESS:  Me  receive  so  many  inquiries 

about  the  future  of  business  that  when,  in  our  opinion,  an  especially 
good  item  comes  to  our  attention,  we  feel  that  it  should  be  given  pub- 
licity. We  therefore  quote  from  the  Earriman  National  Bank  pamphlet 
on  the  Nation’s  Business: 

"The  human  element  enters  so  largely  into  business  that  it  is  no 
wonder  the  course  of  trade  may  be  plotted  and  charted  for  certain  con- 
ditions exactly  as  may  any  manifestation  of  life. 

Business  can  be  cultivated,  but  it  may  not  be  forced  any  more 
than  a plant  without  effects  that  must  sooner  or  later  be  compensated 
to  restore  its  growth  to  normal.  On  the  other  hand,  as  with  the  human 
plant,  there  is  a well  recognized  contributing  psychology  which  may 
make  for  better  or  for  worse.  Thus,  there  is  much  in  'boosting*  for 
business  and  other  adventitious  aids  towards  restoration  of  confidence. 

Business  has  passed  the  crisis  of  its  deflationary  disease.  Its 
complete  recovery  in  due  course  may  be  prognosticated  with  certainty. 

It  is  acquiring  strength,  increasing  with  returning  confidence.  There 
is  no  general  forward  sweep  as  yet,  and  the  condition  is  characterized 

as  'spotty,'  but  this  will  be  overcome;  the  signs  are  unfailing  from  the 

standpoint  of  financial  conditions  as  represented  by  the  banks,  the  ac- 
tivity of  the  basic  industries,  the  agricultural  present  as  to  prices, 
and  the  future  as  to  production,  and  notably  what  we  believe  to  be  the 
low  condition  of  commodity  stocks  throughout  the  country  - Liquidated 
inventories . 

There  is  plenty  of  money  to  carry  on  the  expanding  business  of  the 

country.  The  rate  of  interest  is  lower  than  it  has  been  for  a long 

time  and  may  perhaps  go  still  lower.  This  is  not  entirely  due  to  re- 
stricted trade,  but  in  very  large  part  due  to  the  fall  in  prices  and  the 
lessened  costs  of  doing  business. 

A boom  in  business  we  do  not  expect  and  we  do  not  want.  Such  an 
occurrence  would  unquestionably  mean  an  inordinate  rise  in  prices  and 
profoundly  affect  adversely  th$  readjustment  that  is  now  so  favorably 
progressing. "

RETAIL  MERCHANTS  DIVISION 

A new  agreement  is  proposed  which  has  for  its  purpose  the  protection 
of  Merchants  against  the  many  solicitors  who  constantly  "touch"  the  pro- 
prietors of  Auburn's  mercantile  establishments  for  contributions,  dona- 
tions, advertising,  etc.,  which  has  little  or  no  value.  The  Committee 
on  Solicitations  will  investigate  the  various  propositions  as  they  are 
presented  and  endorsement  will  be  given  to  meritorious  appeals  which  are 
declared  within  the  scope  of  the  agreement.  If  every  merchant  will  abide 
hy  the  agreement  which  he  will  be  asked  to  sign,  much  annoyance  will  be 
avoided  and  many  dollars  will  be  saved  by  those  who  feel  obliged  for  one 
reason  or  another  to  contribute  to  projects  which  do  not  bring  any  re- 
turn and  are  classed  "valueless."  In  this  way  merchants  might  divert 
this  money  from  "dead"  to  "live"  channels.

From  the  report  given  by  the  Committee  at  the  mass  meeting  held  in  Genoa 
last  Saturday,  it  appears  that  the  latter  can  be  done  and" the  line  made 
co  pay  with  a proper  return  on  the  investment,  in  addition  to  providing 
necessary  service  to  the  communities  affected* 

After  the  report,  the  whole  group  determined  upon  a Committee  on 
organization  and  a Committee  on  Finance  both  of  which  will  have  le^al 
authority  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  the  properties  which  have°been 
offered  for  $150,000  , In  addition,  funds  will  be  needed  for  operation, 

cur  with  proper  and  careful  management,  it  appears  that  the  road  can  b^ 
maintained. 

Mr,  John  Taber,  Mr.  D.  Jasper  Sims,  Mr.  William  S.  Elder  and  the 
chamber  officials  have  been  most  active  in  this  matter.  Their  efforts 
involved  negotiations  in  New  York  City,  Washington,  D,  C.  and  many  near- 
ly towns,  A distinct  accomplishment  has  been  attained  and  once  a-ain 
the  need  for  a good  strong  Civic  Organization  has  been  demonstrated.

, terior,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  the  Secre- 
. tary  of  Labor*  The  organization  had  for  its  purpose  the  coordination  of 

> industries  and  resources  for  national  security  and  welfare.  The  frontit 

of  the  United  States  was  studied  so  as  to  render  pos  M<mrrwe,um&  uditiov 
concentration  of  troops  and  supplies  to  points  of  defense.  A greauTreal 
of  research  work  was  carried  on  relative  to  standardizatj^y  o£  war  com- 
modities, railroad  surveys,  automotive  resources,  power  resource^,*  emer- 
gency construction,  labor  resources,  etc.  All  of  thesa^qn fries  were  per- 
formed with  the  purpose  of  ultimately  creating  r e 1 a t ionswci^  ff"  J5M^ld 
render  possible  in  time  of  need,  the  immediate  concentration  and  utili- 
zation of  the  resources  of  the  nation. 

Although  the  Army  of  Occupation  has  returned  to  the  United  States 
and  complete  demobilization  has  been  effected,  this  most  important  De- 
fense Council  is  functioning  by  conducting  research  work  in  reconstruc- 
tion and  readjustment;  Defense  Organization;  Defense  Legislation;  etc. 

It  is  studying  various  substitutes  which  could  be  used  in  time  of  war 
and  is  gathering  all  statistics  available  relative  to  Defense. 

The  question  of  proper  defense  does  not  refer  to  certain  localities 
or  groups  but  is  one  of  general  interest  throughout  the  country.  The 
Forum  Committee  has  arranged  one  of  the  most  instructive  meetings  of  the 
year  for  the  noon  membership  meeting  on  FRIDAY,  MAY  25th.

NEW  COMMITTEES  ASSIGNED  TO  SPECIAL  PROJECTS  

The  Board  of  Directors  have  authorized  the  Committee  on  Committees  to 
appoint  a Committee  to  study  the  question  of  Arbitration  vs  Litigation.

WHAT  * S YOUR  BATTING  AVERAGE  IN  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  WORK?

It  will  be  recalled  that  Dr.  Dulles  was  travelling  in  Italy  at  the 
time  the  Facisti  or  "Black  Shirts"  took  command  of  the  Government  in 
what  was  known  as  the  Bloodless  War.  His  experiences  at  that  time  were 
most  interesting  and  he  has  kept  informed  on  Italian  affairs  since  that 
time.  One  cannot  read  the  daily  papers  without  being  interested  in  the 
events  which  have  taken  place  in  Italy  in  the  past  few  years,  and  just 
now  there  seems  to  be  a supreme  test  of  the  Facisti  movement.

FOREST  PROTECTION  WEEK  - APRIL  31  - 37,  1924 
President  Coolidge,  by  official  proclamation,  has  designated  the  eek 
o npril  31-37,  1924  as  Forest  Protection  Week,  the  object  being  to  di- 
rect the  attention  cf  the  public  to  the  importance  of  preventing  forest 
fires.  Prevention  of  forest  fires  as  an  important  factor  in  a National 
Forestry  Policy,  received  the  supper t of  the  organization  members  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States  in  its  Referendum  #43,  by  the 
decisive  vote  of  3026  to  108.  The  Referendum  endorsed  the  principle  of 
increased  appropriation  by  Congress  for  fire  prevention,  and.  cooperation 
between  the  Federal  Government,  States  amid  individuals  in  coping  with 
this  menace  to  our  timber  resources.  Some  idea  of  the  annual  loss  to  the 
wealth  of  the  nation  through  forest  fires  can  be  had  when  it  is  known 
that  "Forest  fires  in  the  United  States  on  an  average  annually  burn  over 
an  area  of  approximately  7,500,000  acres  of  forest  lands,  equal  to  twice 
the  area  of  timber  cut.  The  timber  consumed  annually  by  fire  is  approx- 
imately 2,350,000,000  feet,  more  than  the  amount  of  timber  used  by  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania.  No  timber  section  in  the  United  States  is  free 
from  danger  of  fire."  Copies  of  the  President's  Proclamation  together 
with  information  as  to  the  seriousness  of  our  forest  fire  loss  problem 
and  the  best  means  of  meeting  it,  are  on  file  at  this  office  and  can  be 
procured  upon  request. 

18,000  WORLD  WAR  VETERANS  UNNATURALIZED 
The  Auburn  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  cooperating  with  the  U. S.  Bureau  of 
Naturalization  and  the  American  Legion  in  helping  World  War  Veterans  tc 
•secure  their  naturalization  papers.  At  the  present  time  there  are  18,0CC 
-men  who,  through  their  service  in  the  war  are  entitled  to  naturalization 
papers  but  who  have  never  received  them.  The  present  addresses  of  these 
nen  are  unknown  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  asked  to  assist  in  locat- 
ing these  persons  in  question  and  inform  them  of  the  method  by  which  they 
j >an  secure  official  evidence  of  citizenship.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce 
appeals  to  all  employers  of  labor  to  post  on  their  plant  bulletin  boards 
■ notice  as  a means  of  reaching  some  of  the  men  who  may  be  among  the 
. 8,000  eligible  for  citizenship  papers. 

MOTOR  KILLING  IN  1933 

The  United  States  Department  of  Commerce  reports  through  the  Census 
Ureau  that  during  1922  there  were  11,666  deaths  from  accidents  caused 
motor  vehicles  in  the  United  States,  exclusive  of  Hawaii.  This  repre- 
sents a death  rate  of  12.5  per  cent  per  100,000  population,  as  against 
t»5  percent  for  1921,  10.4  per  cent  for  1920,  9.4  per  cent  for  1919, 

9:3  per  cent  for  1918  and  9 per  cent  for  1917.

Questions  of  national  importance  and  problems  relating  to  the  busines? 
of  the  country  and  matters  of  legislation  now  before  Congress  were 
stressed  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  United  States  Chamber  of  Commerce 
recently  held  in  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

It  is  exceedingly  difficult  for  the  local  Chamber  to  lay  before  the 
membership  all  of  the  available  facts  relating  to  these  matters  which 
come  to  us  and  also  to  impress  upon  the  membership  the  broad  scope  of 
service  rendered  by  the  national  body.  Many  of  our  members  do  not  under- 
stand the  organization  plan  of  the  U.  S.  Chamber  and  of  its  division  in- 
to bureaus  as  follows:  Manufacture  (Fabricated  Production),  Insurance, 

Transportation  & Communication,  Natural  Resources  Production,  Foreign 
Commerce,  Domestic  Distribution,  Finance,  Civic  Development.  The  nation- 
al Chamber  is  the  agency  through  which  all  branches  of  American  business 
voice  opinions  on  national  questions  vitally  concerning  commerce  and 
industry. 

It  is  true  that  the  highest  action  of  the  Chamber  is  to  ascertain  this 
opinion  fairly  and  impartially  and  to  present  it  to  the  proper  authori- 
ties and  to  the  public,  but  there  is  another  service  - that  of  specific 
assistance  to  the  various  branches  of  business  - which  the  Chamber  renders 
through  its  eight  representative  departments.

The  following  notation  is  submitted  to  the  members  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  suggestion  contained  therein  will  be  applied  individually  as  it 
is  not  the  purpose  of  the  staff  to  complain.  The  organization  generally 
is  fortunate  in  having  Committees,  members  of  which  are  usually  prompt. 
However,  much  time  is  lost  as  the  result  of  the  delinquency  of  individual 
members. 

"AS  IT  WAS  IN  1768  - Wasted  time  is  a liability  that  has  never  been  com- 
puted to  any  degree  of  satisfaction.  Most  committees  lose  their  initial 
snap  because  of  the  tardiness  of  a f ew  members  who  delay  the  work  of  a 
lot  of  busy  men. 

Here  is  an  interesting  resolution  that  was  passed  at  the  second  meet- 
ing of  the  New  York  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  first  Chamber  to  be  organ- 
ized in  America,  on  April  5,  1768:- 

‘It  is  proposed  and  resolved  that,  in  the  future  meetings,  any  member 
that  shall  be  absent  at  six  o'clock,  shall  forfeit  one  shilling,  to  be 
paid  to  the  Treasurer.'" 

BUSINESS  INDEX 

Postal  receipts  for  50  industrial  cities,  chosen  with  a view  to  in- 
dicate the  trend  of  business  in  various  sections  of  the  country,  showed 
an  average  gain  for  April,  1924,  of  12.48  % as  compared  with  April,  1925.

IMMIGRATION 

Under  the  Percentage  Immigration  Act,  357,803  immigrants  were  admissi- 
ble during  the  present  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1924.  This  quota  has 
now.  been  practically  exhausted  as  356,714  immigrants  had  already  been 
admitted  up  to  May  1.  The  following  five  countries  may  still  send  us 
emigrants  to  the  numbers  indicated:  Russian  Armenia,  52;  Esthonia,  571; 

Fiume,  11;  France,  386;  Hungary,  6;  and  Iceland,  44. 

WHEAT  FLOUR 

Responding  to  a Senate  resolution,  the  Federal  Trade  Commission  has 
submitted  a report  on  costs  and  profits  in  the  wheat  flour  milling  in- 
dustry. The  report  shows,  among  other  things,  that  the  number  of  mer- 
chant wheat  flour  mills  decreased  from  6,900  in  1914  to  4,800  in  1921,  a 
decline  of  30%,  while  during  the  same  time  the  average  production  per 
mill  increased  from  about  16,900  barrels  to  23,000  barrels  per  annum. 
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It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  secure  large  attendance  at 
tbe  weekly  membership  meetings  and  the  Forum  Committee  will  soon  an- 
nounce the  abandonment  of  the  luncheons  during  the  Summer  months.

We  believe  the  expression  of  principles  drawn  from  these  fundamental 
truths  will  furnish  practical  guides  for  the  conduct  of  business  as  a 
whole  and  for  each  individual  enterprise.

FREIGHT  RATE  INCREASES 

Much  has  been  said  in  previous  Bulletins  of  the  proposed  increase  in 
freight  rates  in  the  Eastern  Classification  territory  which  vitally 
affects  Auburn's  industrial  and  mercantile  interests.  The  Associated 
Industries  of  New  York  State  have  engaged  Clark  &.  LaRoe  of  Washington  to 
represent  the  State  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  but  there 
are  specific  problems  involving  Auburn  as  a part  of  the  Syracuse  District 
which  will  probably  require  the  employment  of  special  counsel.  The 
Chamber  of  Commerce  is  opposed  to  the  present  schedule  proposed  by  the 
Carriers  but  before  committing  the  Chamber  to  expenditures,  the  Board  has 
designated  President  Henry  and  Director  William  B.  Haeffner  as  a Com- 
mittee to  secure  information  and  advice.  The  action  of  the  Board  will 
be  determined  upon  their  report. 

REPORT  ON  REFERENDUM  #44 

The  Committee  on  Referendum  #44,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Charles  B,  Sea  j 
Chairman,  Victor  J.  Callanan,  Irving  S.  Colwell,  Thomas  C.  Richardson 
and  Denber  Simkins,  has  submitted  its  report  and  the  Board  of  Directors 
at  a special  meeting  held  last  Monday  voted  in  favor  of  all  questions 
submitted,  by  mail  to  the  members.  This  action  establishes  the  position 
of  the  Auburn  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  the  question  of  postal  service.

Goodyear  Tire  & Ruboer  Co.  in  an  effort  to  have  them  dispose 
of  their  holdings  at  less  than  market  prices, 

2.  An  "Investment  Counselor"  of  New  York  City  offering  stock  in 

Korell  Laboratories.  This  man  was  formerly  of  Buffalo  and  has 
been  identified,  with  other  queotioncible  concerns.  One  of  the 
pat  statements  is,  "we  are  not  promoters  and  we  have  nothing  to 
sell."  Members  should  read  the  material  that  we  have  at  the 
office  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

3.  American  Automobile  Owners  Ass'n.  purporting  to  represent  auto 

owners,  garage  keepers  and.  others  in  the  matter  of  insurance. 

This  is  very  interesting  reading. 

4.  Report  is  on  file  at  the  office  of  the  operations  of  what 

appeared  to  be  a large  business  concern  of  Atascadero,  Cal, 

It  is  known  that  some  of  Auburn's  money  was  spent  in  this 
venture  and  warnings  have  heretofore  been  sent  out. 

5.  We  have  reports  on  three  projects  relating  to  mail  order 

business  or  "work- at-home"  schemes. 

We  have  reports  on  a number  of  other  schemes  and  plans  for  the  sale  of 
stock  and  the  oft  repeated  advice  of  "Investigate  Before  You  Invest"' 
cannot  be  too  strongly  impressed  upon  the  public.  Members  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  can  help  in  protecring  the  general  public  in  this 
i matter.

Dr.  Angell  wrote  “The  Great  Illusion”  of  which  over  half  a million  copies  have  been  sold  and  it  has  been 
translated  into  25  languages.  For  many  years  he  was  closely  associated  with  Lord  Northcliffe  and  many  other 
English  leaders. 

This  is  an  opportunity  that  no  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  should  miss.  Owing  to  the  limited 
space  at  the  Osborne  House  where  the  lecture  will  be  given,  it  will  be  necessary  for  members  of  the  Chamber  and 
others  to  secure  tickets  which  will  be  on  sale  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Osborne  House  on  Friday  of  this 
week.

" EASY  PICKIN’’ 

At  the  present  time  Auburn  seems  to  be  the  “easy  mark”  for  a whole  swarm  of  mail  order  houses.  Within  the 
past  two  weeks  it  is  noticeable  the  number  of  letters  coming  into  the  city  having  for  their  object  the  sale  of  all 
sorts  of  merchandise  from  needles  to  automobiles  including  clothing,  jewelry,  groceries,  and  in  fact  every  con- 
ceivable sort-of  goods.  We  have  had  opportunity  to  inspect  some  of  this  material  and  in  line  with  the  cheap 
advertising  which  is  done,  the  statements  which  have  often  been  made  regarding  this  stuff  are  amply  supported. 
To  cap  the  climax,  we  are  in  receipt  of  a package  of  about  35  post  cards  with  poorly  printed  cuts  of  the  goods 
they  are  supposed  to  picture. 

Investigation  reveals  that  a number  of  our  citizens  have  ordered  goods  by  this  means  and  there  is  a dis- 
tinct reaction  in  the  stores  of  the  city.  If  this  sort  of  thing  is  permitted  to  continue  and  is  supported  by  individ- 
uals, Auburn  cannot  expect  anything  but  second  rate  stores  in  place  of  the  up-to-date  modern  metropolitan 
stores  which  they  now  boast. 

Merchants  are  doing  everything  possible  to  carry  first  class  merchandise  at  reasonable  prices  and  purchases 
made  of  these  merchants  may  be  exchanged  if  the  buyer  is  not  satisfied,  and  this  is  not  true  of  the  mail  order 
houses. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  urges  its  members  to  impress  upon  the  citizens  so  far  as  it  lies  in  their  power, 
the  need  for  loyal  support  of  Auburn  institutions.  This  means  industries,  stores,  professions,  but  particularly  at 
this  time  to  avoid  support  of  these  mail  order  houses — analyze  this  for  yourself.  How  many  mail  order  appeals 
have  you  had  in  the  past  week? 
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In  common  With  all  organizations,  the  Auburn  Chamber  of  Commerce 
experiences  difficulty  in  securing  membership  attendance  at  the  regular- 
ly scheduled  meetings.  It  is  most  difficult  to  analyze  the  reasons  for 
this  condition  as  the  aim  of  the  Forum  Committee  has  been  to  present 
subjects  which  would  not  alone  be  interesting  and  entertaining,  but 
also  instructive  and  helpful  in  the  promotion  of  business  a,nc.  civi  j 
betterment.  In  fact  these  latter  phases  have  been  stressed  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  We  have  presented  speakers  of  national  repute  and 
in  some  cases  these  speakers  have  been  costly  but  they  were  deemed 
worth  while  and  the  expense  was  warranted.  Nevertheless,  the  members 
do  not  respond  and  the  Forum  Committee  desire  to  find  an  explanation. 
Members  would  confer  a great  favor  on  the  Forum  Committee  if  they  would 
express  their  views  on  this  matter  in  order  that  a determination  may  be 
made  regarding  the  holding  of  weekly  or  monthly  meetings  after  this 
season.  In  any  event,  we  urge  the  members  to  support  the  efforts  of 
the  group  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  the  conduct  of  these 
weekly  sessions*  The  speaker  this  week  will  be: 


EDWIN  D.  BEVITT  of  ROME,  N.  Y. 

His  subject  will  be  - "THE  ATLANTIC  STATES  SHIPPERS  ADVISORY  BOARD,,'- 


an  organization  of  shippers  and  receivers  of  freight  formed  to  promote 
understanding  of  transportation  problems  and  to  adjust  informally  trans- 
portation difficulties.  This  is  a subject  which  should  interest  all 
members*  Unfortunately,  it  appears  that  some  members  will  attend  meet- 
ings only  when  the  subject  directly  concerns  their  business,  overlooking 
the  fact  that  many  of  the  subjects  here  presented  indirectly  concern 
them  and  their  affairs.  He  therefore  urge  a large  attendance. 


AN  EFFORT  FOR  THE  CRIPP LED  CHILDREN 
A very  complete  survey  was  recently  conducted  in  the  city  and  it 
was  found  that;  there  were  103  crippled  children  who  needed  attention. 

In  line  with  the  work' of  other  civic  organizations,  the  B, P.0, Elks  have 
joined  in  the  movement  and  have  already  assumed  a big  responsibility 
for  this  most  creditable  work.  They  expect  to  raise  $5,000  to  care  for 
the  immediate  needs  arid  one  of-  the  means  for  raising  this  money  is  a 
dance  to  bo  held  at  the  State  Armory  on  April  21st*  In  fact  this  might 
rightfully  be  called  an  informal  "Charity  Bail."  President  Henry  and 
the  Secretary  have  been  designated  to  represent  the  Chamber  and  it  is 
hoped  that  every  member  will  support  this  movement  in  the  interests  of 
the  helpless  children  who  need  YOUR  HELP  - Purchase  a ticket  even  though 
you  may  not  attend.

THE  EXPOSITION 

To  date  and  without  any  organized  effort  to  secure  contracts  for 
booths,  approximately  40  spaces  have  already  been  taken.  Frank  S. 
Jacques,  Chairman  of  the  Exposition  Committee, has  just  returned  from 
Canton,  0.  where  a similar  Exposition  was  held.  The  benefit  of  such  an 
event  in  the  city  was  evident  everywhere  and  the  participants  were  most 
enthusiastic  regarding  the  results.  But  Frank  states  that  Auburn's 
Exposition  will  surpass  the  Canton  affair. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  erection  of  large  40  ft.  wide 
tents  which  will  extend  in  a form  of  a rectangle  800  ft.  long  and  the 
automobile  and  special  features  section  will  be  70'  x 250'  placed  in  the 
center.  Special  mailings  and  bulletins  on  the  Exposition  will  be  sent 
out  from  now  until  the  time  of  the  opening.

It  has  bt-en  said  that  no  civic  undertaking  in  Auburn  has  ever  re- 
ceived such  enthusiastic  support  as  the  coming  Exposition  and  it  is 
very  encouraging  to  find  such  sentiment  on  a proposition  which  undoubt- 
edly will  mean  much  for  the  promotion  of  business  and  growth  to  the  city. 

ARBITRATION 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  Committee  on  Arbitration  submitted  a very 
complete  report  to  the  Directors  at  the  last  meeting.  Within  a few 
months  it  is  expected  that  arbitration  contract  forms  will  be  printed 
on  all  stationery  of  Auburn  concerns. 

Members  will  be  interested  to  know  that  President  Coolidge  signed 
the  United  States  Arbitration  Law  making  agreements  to  arbitrate  inter- 
state or  maritime  disputes  binding,  enforceable  and  irrevocable.  The 
State  of  Oregon  has  also  passed  an  Arbitration  law  all  of  which  is 
based  upon  the  Now  York  statute. 

The  Board  of  Directors  at  their  last  meeting  aooepted  the  report 
of  the  local  Committee  and  the  Committee  and  Secretary  are  instructed 
to  prepare  a resolution  that  will  set  the  plan,  as  outlined  by  the  Com- 
mittee, into  operation.  The  members  will  be  fully  informed  regarding 
the  procedure.
